vanity of fastionable, popular ritualism, and 
defending all that is valunbloin their own Bible, 
will the use of the Chapel bs gtauted?

Spiritualism, in its critical reviews, assails the 
theology, and the furm or measure, whenever and 
wherever It fosters ignorance and encourages 
oppression.~ Its genius Ys to berate aad save 
the man, Dissenting, opposing sectarianism, 
evading every logical, rational = the 
creed, begins by making charges against per- 
sonal character and probity. And Doctor Ito- 
decker, parrot-like, began with brazen (ruuypel 
to put on a great show of fight in these words: 
“I go in for the Bitte ;* “Tama Bible mant“ 
“Twill defend the Bide; “I bare always 
stood by the I=; T will not suffer the Bible to 
bo disgraced!" * That's right,” emphatically 
spake u timid sister, in a thia voice. The Dr. 
thought of course be had struck out with appro- 
priate preface, and those who came to see the 
“rope tying “exposed, sat uneasily’ waiting for 
the play to begin, till he had tepeated bimsélf on 
the “Bike” quite suflicienty for their edifica- 
tion.

And bere. upon tbis reasonable, simple, just, 
and natural basis, would the marriage institu- 
tion rest, in fact does rest, were it not for the 
unwarranted interference of u class of assumed 
soul-savers, known in biswry, down to the pres 
ent writing, as the priesthoud.

-when insane, have produced many adyantages 
both public and private ; but when -they bave 
been in a prudent state they bave praluced litle 
benefit, or indeed none at all.” Modern observ 
ers of thesd strange nervous states will interpret 
“the remark of Socrates by help of the well- 
known fact that clairvoyant power is developed 
by disease, and lost by the every of health, 

ndra ol Troy was probably deranged in 
ber nervous system when she had visions, which 
we are told uniformly proved trae, Cicero de- 
scribes seers in his ume, “ whose minds inhere 
notin their bodies, but flying abroad do dehold 
thing⸗ which they predict” Lodeed, the very 
word sér is akin to clairvoyant: Tue prysical 
couditio of Jan ot Arc was ia s unu respects 
peculiar, and her nerves" were in that keenly 
@znsitive state which usually accompanies the 
development of clairvoyant power. Several 
things of her are explained by this supposition 
alone, When thecourtiers of Charles 7th ex 
pressed surprise at hia implicit faith in the 
visions of Joan, his reply was to this effect, 
„ Ine night my mind was io such agitation 
couceruing the wietched state of my ace 
that [found it impossible to rest. Long after 
all others were asleep, [lay awake thioking of 
the perils that surrounded me, ane seeing no 
hope of any earthly succor. Lo my distress I 
rose from the bed, sad knecliag on the flor, I 
confesaed myself a miserable sinner; but im 
plored God and His glorious Mother to have 
com, jon on me, and send some ald by which 
Tcould drive the invaders from@my kiagdom, 
and guvern it in peace. A few days afterward, 
this in den craved an audience, to deliver a 
message, which, she said, Heaven had sent by 
ber, When she came into my presence, she 
told me what thoughts had revolved through 
my miad that night, described how I had risen

He says he never kocw any one ca- 
dowed with a similar faculty, except an old man 
whom he met in Switzerland, selling ormnoges ; 
who, as soon as be set eyes. upon him, related 
many of the antecedent events of his life. 

Swedenborg, itis well known, possessed this 
faculty in a very uncommon degree. Wutle at 
Gouenburg, be described truly the progressive 
ravages of a great fire ag it was then raging in 
Stockholm, flity miles distant; and he reposted 
to the Queen of Sweden, word for word, a

AFTER THE QUACKS, 


` The last Legislature pasted a Dill regulating 
the practice of medicine in this county, The 
law also embraces the counties of York, Lancas 
ter, Crawford, Venango, Warren, Adams, Bucks, 
Northampton, Lehigh, Elk, Armstrong and In- 
disna, Ii provides that alter the first day of 
June, 1870, shall be unlawful for any person to 
commence or continue the practice of medicine 
or surgery in the counties named, Who bas not 
Rrecual with the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine, and received a diploma from a chartered 
medical coll oe other {ustitution authorized 
to grant diplomas. It is made a misdemeanor 
for any n to practice medicine or surgery, 
or prescribe for any sick person, or perform any 
operation for fee or reward in violation of this 
act, and upon conviction ia any court of compe- 
tent Yoriediction, it imposes a fne ot vot less 
thao one hundred nor more than five-huodred 
dollars, at the discretion of the court, one-half 
of which fine goes to the infurwer, and the other 
half to the county in which such foe j 
enforced. It further provides that any person 
who shall attempt to practice medicine or sur 
cry by 7 a transient office in any of t 

ntirs named, or who shal) by handbill or oth+ 
er lorm of written or printed advertisement as- 
sigo such transient (ide, or other place to meet 
persons seeking medical or vapen advice or 
prescription shall belore being allowed to prac- 
Uce as sloressid, appear before the clerk of the 
court at the proper county, aog shall furnish 
satisfactory evidence that the provisions of this 
act have been complied with, and shall in addi- 
tion take out a licenge feo for the use of the 
proper county of two hundred dollars. This 
provisivn docs not apply to druggistsor degtists, 
nor to physicians commencing practice in any of 
the sald counties with the intention of residing 
permanently therein, This act does not apply 
to persons who have been eight years in con- 
tinuous regular practice, aithough they have not 
graduated at a chartered medical college, or oth- 
cr institution authorized to graat medical or 
surgical diplomas. *

of their subjects, It is a notorious fact that the 
faith or the belief in a doctrine taugh’ by ope- 
rators to those who are ignorant of the facts, 
will influence the character of the phenomena 
s0 as to accord witli his views, no matter what 
they may be, and if he can meke them believe 
that he has the por to psychologize them and 
make them do as he wills, he can certainly do 
so, simply because the subjects believe that he 
can, and positively make no effort to resist, or 
to do what their judgment, if they exercised it 
ut all. would satisfy them was nòt true, but 
‘under the false “impressions taught them, they 
will see black when white is presented, to them, 
liear discord instead of harmony, taste brandy 
instead of water, and feel coid when it is warm. 
It is true, we are governed by our faith or beligf, 
in our most rational or waking moments, but 


we then are bo, according to our own judgment 


and will, and not by the caprice or will ofan- 
other. It is as urjust as it is unnatural, to place

Lastly, and by no means the 
least important festuro of the condition, is its 
connection with spirit communlon. I have oft- 
en asserted, aud reiterate here, that it is the 
foundation of spirit communion, and that it is 
impossible for spirite to control, or commune 
with auy oue, unless it be through some person 
who is either in a perfect or partial state of som- 
nambalivm, and but for this condition, ; Spiritu- 
allem woch be a blank, the Bible unheard of — 
nod man himse‘f, deprived of revelation, would 
have remained-a savage, 


All persons gre ‘susceptible of becomlog me- 


diums, and the prophets, reformers, and all ol. 
er persons of any note, were especially so, and 


consequently capable of entering this condition, 
partially or otherwise, and it only requires that 
the condition should be thoroughly understood 
and practiced, to losure any desired number of 
mediums, and as much valuable information and 
happiness depends upon the proper exercise of 
these extraordinary powers, tbo community at 
large would do well to turn thelr attention to 
the facts, that: Independent of this condi 
‘there can be no clear-tnindedness to medians, 
and consequently, Ho revelations, no proofs, no 
assurances thatthe spirit of man shall live be- 
youd the grave,

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THE INDIANS. 


SPIRITUALISM AMONG THE INDIANS— 
PHYSICAL MANIFESTATIONS- 
DEVELOPMENT OF CLAIR- 
VOYANCE-—THE CUR- 

ING OF DISEASE, 

Great Spirit, Thou who ruleth the storm, who 
controlleth the surging cloud and Grecteth the 
movements of planetary wor! Thou art not 
the God of the Methodist, the Baptist, the Uni- 
versalist, the Presbyterian, the Mahémetah or 
the Pagan, but Thou art the God of the Indian! 

We are u aptto look upon the Indians, the 
representative of a once noble race, with a con- 
siderable degree of contempt, forgetUng that 
they are a class of penpic that have entertained 
the most correct idea of Deity. But in this ar 
ticle, it was not our inteativa tå, vindicate the 
right of the Indians to the only true God, but to 
exanfine their history and‘trace that beautiful 
vein of supernal inteligence therein, that spark- 
les with rere gems, that glistens with incidents 
that indicate the high degree of spirituality that 
has ever existed among the Red men of the for- 
est. 

Entertaining the beautiful idea that the Great 
Spirit spoke from the rustling leaves, from the 
bursting bud, trom the rippling stream, from the 
moaning thunders, from all things in nature, 
they were ever holding converse with Him 
through His manifold works. They wisely sep- 
arated God from nothing. They beard His voice 
in the patiering rain; they saw bim in the fow- 
ers that decked their rude home in the forest, 
and they ever worshipped Him, whether around 


the war trail, secking some one to destroy. 

‘There 1s something transcendently grand con- 
nected with the history of the Indians. Their 
language meant flowers, the rustling leaves, the 
green grassy the bubbling spring, the cheerful 
sunshine, me wild gazelle, the “laughing wa- 
ters,” the flying eagle—in fact; their language 
Was taught them by their Mother Nature. Proud 
moment when the Indian chieftain in council 
with his warriors, remarked to General JLarri- 
ton, who had neglected to offer him a scat, but 
was rudely spurned by the noble chieftain when 
be desired to rectify the mistake, in these words, 
“The carthis my mother, and I will repose upon 
Her bosom !" 

‘The speech of Logan in council, was Indeed 
grand, and therein are gems of eloquence that 
shine beautifully even when placed by the side 
of those brilliant ideas of ancient and modern’ 
orators, that the school boys of to-day lovego well 
to declaim. Nut only eloquent, not only logical, 
butia many things, they were highly artistic in 
taste and original in conception. Greece, the 
“cradle of learning,” could invent au alphabet 
to express language and convey ideas ; so did one 
of the Red meu of the torest, a Cherokee, years 
ago, in the carly seulement of the country, io- 
vent an alphabet for his triba, as perfect for his 
language ag tue oae invented in Greece for the 
language of that period. Think not, then, the 
Indians all fools, or lacking in originality, for 
history unfolds but few of their many achieve- 
ments. 

With the Indians, spirituality is largely devel 
oped, and in all their emotions they feel the pres 
ence of the Great Spirit they worship. Their 
mediums are numerous to-day, but far less in 

numbers than formerly, In consequence of the 

vices of the white race that have been introduc- 
ed among them. 

Their method of developing mediums is at once 

interesting, aud while,in some instances,the prac 

* tice may be considered weird and uncouth in

At these circles,tt was often the ce 
that some one of the number congreg ited was 
entranced, through whom sme spirit would 
speak in the language of various tribes, ‘

| strain. He was placed in the centre of the tent, 
| to be operated upon by the Medicine Man. . His 
| incantations were renewed again for a while, 
| until the presence of the Great Spirit was desig- 
j noted by the moving at the broom to the side of 
— patient. While ing the drum, be walked 
around the patient, his yes rested upon hit, and 
| beaming, seemingly, with-un electric fire. Ile 
places one hand on the swollen limb, and w'th 
l the other beats the drum, to drive, as he thinks, 
the inflammation ayay. Strange to say, the In- 
dian soon rises and freely uses the limb without 
experiercing the least pain, having been entirely 
retieved. Thus ended the Scene that revealed so 
many startling truths, 


Among some tribes at the present day, medi- - 


ums are developed by a system of starvation, and 
in most cases, it is very successful When one 
is ſouud that possesses an organization adapted 


for the development of medumistic qualities, he 


is required to select some quiet place in the forest, 
and there remain, Until called tor, not being al- 
lowed in the mesntime a particle of food. While 
undergoing this severe ordeal, vigilant sentinels 
are near, watching, and when life_can endure 
the restraint no longer, he is taken to a but and 
allowed a very little broth, just enough to sustain 
life, and he is kept in this half starved condition» 
until c'rirvoyance is developed, when he is 
gtadually allowed enough to cat to regain his 
usual strength. Many of the Westera tribes of 

Indians at the present day adopt this prictice 

for the development of prophets, clairvoyaats or 

Medicine Men, as they are generally called. 

Among the Indians at the present day are 
many fne clairvoyants and mediuns; and were 
it not tor this fact, they would not be able to 
withstand the scourg: of the white min tothe 
extent they do. 

Tue disc very of this continent was foreshad- 
owed to the Indians by their Medicine Men,who 
drew a representation on sand of the ship in 
which Columbus sailed. 

Indeed, it és true that there have been as many 
prophecies verified, made by the mediums among 
the Indians, as were found to be correct, when 
made by prophets of Biblical times. 

Do not, then, spurn the Indiana. They are 
childrep ol Nature, They worsbip the Great 
Spirit. There is a beauty in their language that 
speaks Plumes of grand truths. The God of the 
orthodox churches siuks into utter insignificance 
when compared with the Great Spirit of the 
wild Indian. But the race is gradually fading 
-away, Still thereis grandeur in their history, 
untold meaning in their destiny! Ancieat fort- 
ications aud wurke of ar: speak significantly of 
faded glaries, Svon they will only live in his- 
tory. Rome had its Cicero, Greece its Demos- 
thencs, but in their orations can not be found 
more brilliant gems of thought than sparkle in 
the speeches of a Logan, a Philip, and many 
others whose names have long since passed 
away. 5

ORGANIZATION. 


We have felt called upon to deal plainly wi 
the perversions of the objects‘of organizati 
which have been practiced by officials and desigu · 
ing pretenders, not through any prejudice to- 
wards organiz tions wisely constituted, but from 
a sincere desire to arouse public sentiment to a- 
realizing sense of the perils that-beset our new- 
ly developed philosophy . 

It is exceedingly difficalt for the miad to rise 
above the old recognized religious institutions 
which have so long held sway and ruled the 
people with an irva rod, compelling obedience 
to ths mandates of leaders. 

Nothing is more ‘natural than for those who 
propose to provide forms of organization for 
Local, State or National institutions, to copy to a 
very great extent, from such syatems, Those 
have ever beea constructed upon plans calcu- 
lated to hold individasl members in the most 
abject mental servitude. To malntaln caste or 
position in society, they must rigidly albere to 
all the formulas of their church,—listen t no 
other doctrine,—receive the dogmas put forth 
s a system of faith, and pay tithes for its sup- 
port under penalty of excommunication and 
disgrace, In a word, the teadency of member- 
ship in all church orgaalzstions, 1 to circum- 
scribe. and ‘enslave the mind under 
penalties of physical ór mental pain, in degree 
as the o is more or less liberal. It 
has been the afm of Spiritualists to dissnthrall 
the minds bf men and women from this ser nude. 
As our philosoply discards all theological dog 
mas, so we alm at 8 syatem of organization free 
from euch powers as will enable classes of men, 
directly or indirectly, to- 8 influence

H 
this work belongs with the people ia home cir- 
cles It Is here that the\jnspiration from the 
Spirit World is árat felt, Bat we do pot propose 
io discuss that subject in this article. It might 
seem like advisa:ory to the National Convention, 
svan to come off at Buffalo. 

We only have this to say lu conclusion, that 
the folly of hasty legislation in the past, is fully 
demonstrated by the lack of success as a result 
of the efforts which have been mide. If we 
were to contrast tlie efforts of the last few years, 
we opine retrogression would be apparent; 
that the tendency has been to centralization of 
power; to a compulsory moneyed system of 
membership under penalty of no voice in the 
new dispensation of spirit communion; to 
official interference to crash out men and news- 
papers that dared to Protest against intrigue, 
corruption and fraud. 

At a future period, we may be inspired to 
closely compare the doings of each National 
Convention upon this great subject of orgaviza- 
tion, and expose the cuntipyed tendéacy to 
centralization of power. At present, we will 
only quote the concluding article of the First 
‘ational Organization which was instituted at 
the National Convention held inPhiladelphia, in 
T, 1865, and which was intended to bea 
feguard against usurpation. It reads as fol- 
lows : 


adopting these articles, all right of ts 
tional Organization, hereby instituted; in 
any Wise, at any lime, or in any mauer, in the 
least degree, to assume the power to prescribe 
creeds, srticles or declarations of faithgfor Spir- 
itualists, or otherwise to interfere with individu- 
al rights or the rights of local organizations, by 
8 OF otherwise, is forever prbuibi- 
Sufice it to say, that at the very next session 
at Provtdence, tbls article was expunged, and 
at the Rochester convention innovations were 
made upon the principles contained in said 
article to the extent of entirely ignoring the 
rights of Spiritualists, Local and State Societies 
to representation, unless each Celegate pald a 
fée of five dollars a year. The entre spirit of 
tbe principle bas within the last year been 
ignored by the leading officers of the American 
Association, using the whole of their influence (¥) 
to crush individuals and newspapers that dared 
to expose intrigue, abd tue unwise provisions 
of the Institution they represented.

THE MORMON QUESTION AND THE 
QUESTION OF QUESTIONS, © 
Tue Pucifie, a religious periodical, hailing 
from San Francisco, remarks, in common with 
the leading press of the country, that “ The 
railroad is evidently hasteuing the solution of 
the Mormon question.” 
. This statement is unquestionably true. But 
the mind, engaged in deep researc and critical 
observation, discovers a more potent cause than 
the mere appearance of a railroad through 
Mormondom, which is the march of progress, of 
which the railroad itself is but an effect, This 
mighty giant power, which no creed, sect or 
church can stay, is not only basteuing “the 
solution of the Mormon question,” but the solu- 
tion of “every theological dogma and organi- 
zation. 
America's gifted"band was highly propheti- 
cally inspired as be saug of his country,— 
“ Columbia, Columbia, to glory arise, 
The queen of the world and the child of the skies,” 
In this chosen land of Ireedom the poet's 
ideas are to be fully realized. It has, ‘speaking 
figuratively, “come up out of the sea,” and on 
it God has seéa fit to “ gather logether his pe- 
culiar and chosen people in whose every 
nature the leaven of progress is deeply diffused, 
and is steadily, unceasingly and unerringly at 
work ; and is destined, in due time, to so far 
Jeaven the whole American character, by lifting 
it in the scale of spiritual progress, as to entitle 
the nation to the name of Child of the Skies; 
whilst their progress being also in the advance 
of all other nations—because made and com- 
poted of all other nations upon the globe—will 
entitle this country to the queeuship of the 
world, 


We, as a people, began our existence by em- 
biazoning, in undying characters, to the nations 
of the earth, that all men were created equal, 
and endowed certain inalienable rights, 
among which life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness, These words were from the skies, 
the abode of spirits, and the “emivent chirog- 
rapher was only an inspired instrument to com- 
mit them to parchment for a beacon light; to- 
wards. the practical realization of which this 
nation of boasted freemen are inevitably and 
undeviatingly steering. 

And hence it la thie principle, rather than the 
building of a railroad, that is hastening the solu- 
tion, not only of the Mormon question, but, in 
short, of every religious, social or * 
question that does not square 9 ea 
fundamental, and, we might add, 
and principle ; for, although as old as 
self asa principle, it nevertheless, ia 3 — 2. 
bad its birth on American soil. It is therefore 
pecullarly.an American idea—or it is the golden 
rule Americanized; for when men will lite 
golden rule, shen they will beve adopted, 
tically, this great>American idea.

Neither men or women will then be bound In 
marriage or otherwise by arbitrary law or cus- 
tom ; for then all shall know God (this pu 
principle) from the least to the greatest, and 
will follow in His precepts, for tbey are ways of 
pleasantress and peace, All this may seem to 
the general reader quite impracticable, because 
written somewhat im an allegorical style ; but, 
in all sober carnestnese, we feel inspired to say, 
by the fire of inspiration which burns into our 
in and moves our pep, as we indite these 
thoughts, ſrom disembodied minds who encircle 
our footsteps, that Americans must, at no very 
distant day, put ip practice that which they 
have so long held in theory.. And the day that 
witnesses the beginning of that, will see the be- 
ginning of a complete revolution in the present 
social, religious aud political institutions of this 
country. Asa means to that end, the next 
step will be universal suffiage. This event, so 
close in the near future that none dare dispute 
its coming, will make woman more than a mere 
wife. It will elevate ber above the present 
plane of marriage. The God of America has 
said it, and be or she who will may hear His 
voice in the stirring events of the day.

STRANGE PHENOMENA. 


A Singular Case of Fasting. What Sus- 
talus her Life—Does she derive Nourish- 
ment from the Eicments of Atmos- 


phere. 
From ilaman Nature 


Soon after my arrival la Wales, I became 
aware ot the Strange story from Carmarthen- 
shire,” from a para, wr in the Cambria Daily 
Leader, of Feb. 54. $69; sod I resolved on 
makiog an investigation of the case as soon 
as my engagenients would permit.

Tue skin of the face feels rather hard and fiot 
tothe touch. Her temples are warm, as 1 
as the other parts of her head. The brain seems 
to be quite active and under ber control. She 
has dts several times a day, each one lasting 
from three to four minutes. I saw her in one, 
she was apparently unconscious; her eyes 
were nearly shut, slight nervous tremor was 
visible in the head, and she breathed heavily. 
The eyes gradusliy opened and she looked up 
suddenly snd stretched the muscles of her face 
as if waking (rom sleep. When in ber normal 
state again her cheeks were more flushed than 
before. — 
I had heard some rumors of the history of 
the case—namely, that she had existed without 
food or drink fur a great length of time; 
bas afer examining her, [ mule a series of 
inquiries, which Mr. Jones kludly repeated to 
the parenta fh Welch, as the family do not speak 
English. She will be 12 years old ina few 
weeks. About the middle of February, 1807, she 
was seized with violent fits, from which she par- 
tially recovered. About six weeks later she had 
a continuous fit, during which she did not cat 
anything, but lay ins ng unconscious state. 
About the end of April, she called for milk and 
took food for about two months, when sbe be- 
gan to€.t less and less, andt only took a little 
cooked apple fora month or two. During the 
last seventeen months her parents declare she 
bas not eaten anything st All. She docs not even 
desire drink; ber lips had been wet witha 
drop of water that moraing, the first time since 
the previous Monday week. No evacuations 
from the body are noticed ; but it has becomes a 
question whether a little- is not perceptible 
sometimes. Contrary to expectation the ablomen 
is not ina collapsed state, it is quite full, and 
has the appearance of tuat of a person in health; 
sometimes itis distended beyond normal pro- 
portions, There seems to be a contiousl action 
ot gasses in the bowels and much fatus is void- 
ed during sleep. Í wag informed she was rather 
improved in health during the last lew days; 
she sleeps betier, aad sometimes is even morot 
alittle on one side in the morning, and her 
helpless limbs are slightly altered in position 
during sleep. Ste generaily sleeps from about 
twelve at midaight until ab ut four in the morn 
lug. Since sbe was taken ill, she has improved 
her mind very much;she read? a great deal, 
and enjoys the company of those who come to 
entertain her mentally. Sie has composed some 
verses of waich she repeated a specimen, put as 
they were in Welch, I cau give no opinion of their 
merits. Her voice ts rather bigh keyed, sharp, 
and hurried. The question now arises —Does 
she posuively live without food, and If so by 
What means is the lile sustained? I can neither 
afirm nor deny the statement that sue bas not 
taken fond duriag the last eighteen months. 1 
only have the testimony of the parents which I 
can neither support nor deny. Toe father, how- 
ever, declares that he is quite ready to allow 
any person or persons to live iu the family and 
watch the case continually for any length ot time. 
This is a matter which should nut be neglected ; 
it woulu afford great satisfaction to the public, 
as well asto the parents, that 18, supposing their 
Statement to be true. Such a committee watched 
Elizabeth Squirrel, whove case, in some respects, 
was even more remarkable than thp one under 
notice. It it be proved that she does live with- 
out food—how is life maintained ? It is eden 
that the nutritive forces of her system are 
almost nil, but sue manifests consi Jerable ment- 
al activity. Sbe has acquired the adcomplish- 
ment of reading English, though she does not 
understand the language ; and she reads Welch 
considerably, and talks, and composes verses in 
it. Yet any powerful excitement, such as thé 
sudden barking of a dog, will at once throw her 
into a fit. Such u case powerfully impresses the 
mind that the phenomena of lite, the modus op- 
erandi of existence, ure not at all comprehendat 
or explsived by the science of the day. It may 
be that the atmosphere plays an important part 
in sustaining life in ber cuse as it does in that 
of every living creature, and that la'a way not 
at present thought of, T'he atmospheric air con- 
tains in solutio., or in another form, nearly all 
the elements of organic bodies, and N is through 
the correlations established by vegetable growth 
that mankind alresdy feed upon air hight 
in a solid state. May it not de possible that the 
human organism derives much more nutrition 
fron the air than bas been supposed, and that

PROF. C. F VARLEY. 
His Views on Npirituatiom, Addressed to 
the Lon Dialectical Society. 

Mr. C. F Varley, C. E., F. R. G. S., wrote 
the following letter to Mr. Dyte, the secretary of 
the Loudon Dialectical Sxiety, Irom Brest, 
Just before starting on board the Great Eastern 
with the French Atlantic Calile.

With the 
clairroyant phenomena, especially where the 
medium is capable of being entranced. by the 
unseen intelligence, themselves, the activity of 
the brains of those present does not impede. the 
manifestations, atleast as far as my experience 
goes. Through the latter sources of communica- 
tions, one is frequently enabled to converse-with 
intelligences, spirits, or whatever you like to 
call them, whose knowledge isin advance of 
our own on Many pointa, 

The process of dying does not seem to add to 
the intelligence of an individual, so far as L 
have been able to observe. It avems to be mère- 
ly a change of state. Superstition seems to reign 
on the other side of the grave as much as on 
22 and appears to be as difficult to erailicate 
as here. $ 

There is one more point to which I should 
like to draw your attention of the soclety, and 
itis which all of these who may be called‘ ra- 
tional" mediums concur, namely, that u südden 
violent death is very prejudicial to an individe 
al in the next life. Such a man is nearer in 
condition to material boligs than those whodie 


is of so low a character that he-is maliciously 
inctived, he is much more able to- influence 
prejudically those on earth than those who have 
died a natural death. I am fully persawdet that 
toquiry into this branch of the subject will lead 
W the termination of capital punishment on 
what may be termed ' seltish grounds; because 
when a criminal of the lowes. twpe, is executed, 
the lowness of his type, added to his violent 
death, makes him a spirit very nearly material 
in mature. Such beings seem to derive great 
pleasure ia dug mischief, aud as ey possess 
the power ol! lofluenciog We thougits of those 
ow earth, delight to stimulating others to imitate 
their own law nature, tue weak miuded being 
their cldef victims, 1 * e * = 

While the eommitte are undecided in their 
opluious ab u: the physics! phenomena, which 
are but the very footstool of the subject, it is 
out of place to say of the uses of Spiritual- 
ism. Oue important Tlact you may learn by 
questioning the witnesses—namely, that all who 
lave been gradually comiag into communication 
with their departed friends, have bit, by bit, 
lost the fear of death.

Which Is Most Powerful,—*pirit or Matter, 
and How do They Act? ~ 

Among the beautitul lessons of Nature, a very 
interesting one Is to be foun! in the fact that 
the softer theues fnvarlibly “wear away 
thore which are hirder, and apparently more en 
during. Thus the dust of the diamond Is used by 
the lapldary to cut and polish the solid stone. The 
machinest finds that the brass bush cats the hard 

steel journal, and constant dropping wears away 
the hardest rock. 

But this fact is more strikingly Illustrated in the 
beautiful domains of se, where the softer tissue 
always wake thelr Impression upon those which are 
harder. The little moss sod lichen, upon the hard 
rock, burrows Out ites nest, sı th ite tender and 
delicate fibrils, penetrates therolld stone. There 
le a plant which grows upon the walls of old ru 
ins, and sometimes of buildings that are less an- 
cient, that pushes Its delicate ruots into the pores 
of the” stone, and’causes It to crumble and de- 
cay... 

In the animal kingdom, the softer tissues —— 5 
wear away the buucs, even the soft and delicate 
tissue of the bralu will scoop out the hard, bony 
‘surface of the scull, so that If after death we ex- 
sinine the scull of a person who bes long bee 
an active and laborious student, accustomed to 
great mental labor, we shell fod certatn portions 
of it so thin as to be transparent. 

From these and other illustratlons which might 
be given, we sce that It isnot the substance but 
the spirit or force that precipitates the material 
that we call substance, that Is the real pow- 
er, and this works with more force lu the softer 
tissucs than lu those which are more solid and ua- 
yielding. 

Brother A. J, Davis has presented the ſollos lag 
Jot Jog tormala of matter In the universe, 
First God, then Intellect, then principles, then 
ethers, Vapors, Aulds aud solids, Or reverelng It, 
we have sullds, Gulda, vapors, cthers, principles, 
latellect and God. We baye noticed this fact that 
life is more (pendent upon these la the order In 
which they are named above. We can live without 
solids s longer time than withowt falds, withoat 
fluid longer than vapors or alr, without 
Air longer than without principles, and 90 ou to, 
the end of tho list. Let us take u eolid substance, 
& bar of iron lor instance, and apply that form of 
force called beat which lsnow known to be a woda 
ot motion, The frst change will be to a fuld, then 
a vapor, ther an ether, aud it is gouv ; but as we ro 
move this fru of force and allow that which had 
held it before to come Into action agala, it will 
bring back the bar of Iron la the same order to Its 
Original cunditlon. In this experiment, we are 
acting altogether with the forces, aod whatever 
changes occur lu the atoms, are merely Incidental 
to there changes ot force. A similar process may 
be appiled to ewery substance of which we hive 
any knowledge. We are beginning to learn that 
matter is temporary snd transient, while force or 
spirit Is eternal, and ever enduring, and while we, 
as spirits, are uslag our matertal forms as lustra- 
ments to manipalate other substances around us, it 
ls evident that it is la reality the spirite within 
us and withia these substences around that 
are working togetüer. There Is a very un- 
Pleassnt question that has pazslol many of the 
most cuithvated wlad, and that is precisely 
Where and how spirit snd matter coms ia contact 
and the latter Is made subject to the loflucace of 
the former. 

If it bo true, as we are loclined to belleve, that 
matter is but a precipitation resulting from the 
decussatiog or crossing liues of force, aud that 
the becullar harmony of tues: llaus of force, pro- 
duces the varled forms and conditions of matter, 
this will explalo a part of the questlun.

A SEANCE—WONDERFUL DEVELOP- 
MENTS-WILLIAM PENN—THE IN-

There are hardly two religious denominations 
at the present day that agree in regard to the 


attributes of Deity, The Mahomiedan,—the Bra- - 


mip, the Chinese, in fact all the socalled Pagan 
nations, entertain as correct ideas of Deity and 
the peculiar manifestations of His inherent pow- 


er, as any of the so called orthodox churches of

Tast the human soul 
twill become a part of Gud is a mistake; bat that 
it is already a pirt of Him, is correct. The 
Bramin only expected to realize what already 
exists, 

Even the Indians, rade and uncultivated as 
they are, have some beaatifal notions in regard 
to God and His dealings with His children, far 
more consistent ia their nature than those en- 
tertainod by the various orthodox churches. In 
barying bows aud arrows, cooking utensils, and 
oftentimes a pooy with their dead, they only 
symbolize what they believe exists in the Summer 
Land, Their views in regard to the beautiful 
hunting grounds und homes lu the Spirit World, 
are indeed sublime, and convey the important 
Jesson that their ideas were gathered from those 
who saw the scenery there with their interior 
vision or loner senses, and described the samo 
to those Jess favored. S ue of the religious 
creeds of the Indians are iudged grand, and de- 
Monstrate conclusively that they are far in ad. 
vance of those who belle ve Ia the atoning grace 
or Christ crucified,—or who believe in a place 
of endless torment, where buraing sulpbur sends 
forth ite disagreeable odors to greet the senses 
ol those confined there through the endless ages 
* of eternity. 82 

As is well known, the Indians attribute the 
manifestations made through their different me; 
diums to the Great Spirit, aad, of course, attach 
greater importance thereto than we do, for we 
well know that commuaications from the Spirit 

World, many times, are not truthtul, owing to 

the simple fact that the spirit communiciting 

has not a clear idea of that which he wishes to 
impart. -

AN INDIAN SEANCE. { 


An Indian seance, especially among tome of 
‘the Western tribes, is really of great interest, 
for it foreshadows a grand truth connected with 
eplritual manifestations, although the proceed. 
inge thereof ure conducted in a manner not cal- 
culated to interest those who have seea man- 
ifestations of a high order. 

An Indian agent, whose name we do not now 
remember, was invited by the Medicine Man of 
the Camanches, to visit bis tent, and he would 
show bim some wonderful manifestations of the 
Great Spirit At the time appointed, the agent 
repaired to the place designated, and found the 
Medicine Man ready to hold conversation with 
the intelligences ot the Spirit World. In appear- 
ance, the medium was tall, his eyes large, and 
seemed to glisten with sn inward consciousness 
that he possessed more than ordinary powers. 
After sitting u few amoments,be became entranc- 
ed, and rising from bis seat,—delivered an ad- 
dress in plain English to the agent, detailing 
the grievances of the [odiaas, and the wronge 
they were subject to from the hands of the Gov- 
erument, and appealing to him to do all in by 
power to remedy the evils that already existed, 
and give the Iudlaus their justdue. The ¢on- 
trolling ioflaence purported to be William Penn, 
After be had withdrawn his contro), he was 
taken possession of by the spirit of a French- 
man, and was mide to talk ia the French lan- 
guage, much to the astoaishment of the [udian 
agent. The Influence that next controlled was 
an Indian connected with this tribr, who 
deen cruelly murdered by some soldiers while 

. hisown wigwam, molestiog no one, and atteud- 
ing to his own business. He appeared to man- 
{fest a revengeful spirit, and actually took hold 
ofa hatchet, intending, no doubt, to kill the 
agent, but was ldddced to desist’by ‘the spirits 
who allowed him to communicate, After these 
peculiar communications, the influence seemed 
to be exerted to cause a different character 
manifestations, The tent becime at once 
‘tated as if the wind was blowing furiously, 
though at the time there was a perfect calm. It 
swayed to and fro, as if some mighty power 
‘was at work, aod gentle raps were heini all 
aboh, resembilog the falling of small hail stones, 
‘This continued, perhsps, for about twenty min- 
Sy pe rte was taken from the side of 
es tent add tho’ string properly adjusted, and 
this game Invisible power carried It ous of 
tent and bung it on the limb of eb 1 
the door, thus ending the seance. 3

Spirituslism among the Indians is indeed 
worthy of careful attention, tar the phase of 
manifestations are of that character which are, 
many times, more convincing to theskeptic than 
those produced through our own mediums, for 
it is not generally supposed that the Iadians are 
as skillful in the practice of deception as the 
whites usually are. 

The prophets of the Indians are generally very 
mediumistic, and are not often mistaken in tbeir 
conclusions in referéoce to future eventa— 
Among some tribes, the real cause of the mani- 
festations are not well understood. and of course 
it is perfectly natural to ascribe the cause 
to the Great Spirit. ` . 

Living generally in the forest, they are brought 
in close contact with Nature's works, and in- 
clined as tWey are to muse thereon, their medi. 
umistic qualities oleu become finely developed 
from that sourco alone. ‘The little flower, the 
murmuriug stream, the nowe of the winds sweep- 
ing over the prairies, the music of the birds, the 
trampling of the buffalo,—when left alone to 
their influence. they exercise a wonderful 
over the mind. : 

Al one time, when several tribes of the West- 
ern Indians were congregated at one of the forts 
in Kansas, for the purpose of making treaties, 
one of our officers, a skilifal diplomate, had by 
his artful interrogatories and cross: ins- 
tion, so bewildered one of the chiets that he 
finally would not answer him at all, but re- 
\ quested him to desist afew moments. Stepping 
‘aside from the group of chieis with whom he 
was associated, he beld there a brief interview 
with a young Indian, who was quickly seen 
to jump on à fleet pony. an d siart in a westerly 
direction, for what purpose, of course, our ofi- 
cers could not divine. However, the mission of 
the young Indian was easily solved. The ques- 
tons of our officer had puzzled the old chief, 
and he had despatched this messenger to hold 
communication with the Spirit World through 
one of their mediums, or Medicine Men, and 
obtain an answer to those identical questions, 
and receive such information ag the controlling 
spirit might see ft to communicate. After the 
interview, be hastened back to camp, and ſi- 
parting to the chief the information desired, the 
council was renewed, and all the questions of 
our officers were clearly and satisfactorily an- 
swered, anda new field of thought originated, 
that they bad not anticipated. 

At this interview,the chief was indeed puzzled ; 
but the Spirit World—the kind messengers 
there, imparted to him the information desired, 
and enabled him to meet the skillful diplomate 
sent to treat with the Western tribes. 

how litle Wekaow of the grandeur 
of their paßt history. There is beauty lu their 
language that speaks of flowers, of rippling 
streavus, of the bland zepbyri, ot the starry frm- 
ament, of the impulses of the heart, and that is 
eminently calculated to expand the mind and 
enlarge one’s comprebenstons of Deity.

The tone of voice used in talking by some of 
the tribes, is indeed bSautiful, commencing al- 
ways in the expression of a sentence in a high 
tone of voice, musical and aweet, which gradu- 
ally becomes lower aad lower until the fall ut- 
terance of the thought to be conveyed. 

But the destiny of the Iadisas is known. 
Fading sway is written on their leafy homes. 
The burial grounds of their ancestors, sacred al. 
Ways to the living, are no longer respected. 
The past bas been to them tull of vicissitudes, 
the present foreshadows no br'gbt future on 
earth. Corrupt traders have sown the seeds of 
vice and crime amoog them, and they bave 
“become as one of us,“ no longer the pure 
children of nature, as when in the past they 
eketcbed on sand, the ship that was to convey 
the white man to their shores, or when one of 
their number inveuted an alphabet to convey 
the ideas of his tribe. Yes,fading away; but after 
they pass over the shining river to their beau- 
tiful spirit homes, all they can desire,—and with 
tbeir pure magnetism, sparkling with health 
and vitality, they retarn to earth to benefit 
those who have been lustrumental in causing 
them so much trouble. Beautiful is thelr mis · 
sion in the Spirit World! With their wigwams 
wreathed in ubfading flowers, they can repose 
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unite to destroy the organi ~ 
“The abSve is from the brain of Rev. J. . Love- 
land, published in the Present Age, of August 21st,

The action of that Convention, upon their 
report, is fresh in the memory of the people. It 
was indignantly rejected, and its authors have 
been held in digrace ever since. Still Loveland 
prowls about the Bosh. pou-he is after the pot 
tuck. He was a priest before he became a Spir- 
itualist, and knowsthat good things are often 
laid away tor, the priesthood—that impudence, 
importunity and opportunity are means never 


turns up again io the columns of the Présent 
Age, urging his plan of orgsnization,--his “ Bu- 
resu” system, J 

The centralizing power of a Bureau and Sub- 
bureaux, iè by no means to be abandoned. 

His plan of determining who ate mediums,

The twaddle about “some individuals 
who aspire to become the publishers of Spiritu- 
alistic literature as a private speculation,” is wo 
contemptible to require notice. This happens 


to start a printing establishment and publish 
such books nnd, papers as they please, What 
would have been the condition of the “ Spirit- 
ualist Literature” today, but for the “private 
enterprise of individuals” ?- , 

His reference to disappointed would-be off- 
cials is perfectiy applicable to himself. - He bas 
ever aspired to official position, Heace he 
sought to become President of the Illinois 
Association of Spiritualists when there was no 
vacancy, To that end he conspired with Jamile- 
son to get up a spurious meeting, at which but 
“two small societies had delegates; he himself 
assuming to represent a society that never elect- 
ed him. At that august meeting holden in one 
ol the most out-ofthe-way-places in the State, 
he had his name proclaimed as President of the 
Illinois Association of Spiritualists,-an office, 
then and now bell by Milton T. Peterr, Esq., 
ot Chicago. No wonder the ex-Rererend talks 
of “inordinate egotism being hurt!“ Who has 
bad more experience in that class of hurts ?
